Aberdeen, Scotland: — A controversy 
that has raged among students ol 
Aberdeen University for some time 
over the editorial In ''Alma Mater" 
attacking Lord Birkenhead, the P.ec- 
tor, recently had a stariing ciiinax. 

As a result of the Student's Repre- 
sentative Council's action in refusing 
by a majority or one vote to endorse 
the decision of the Executive Commit- 
tee—also by one yote — to allow the of- 
fending editorial to be published, the 
•Alma Mater" Committee and Mr. 
Robert Hendry, M.A., chairman and 
editor of "Alma Mater" decided to 
resign en masse. This drastic step 
has imperil'.ed the future of "Alma 
Mater" itself, as Mr Hendry, the '.d- 
Itor and most of the committee have 
had long experience In producing the 
magazine, and opinion is that their 
withdrawal may have serious conse- 
quences. 

A meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee has been hurriedly called to 
consider "the appointment of an. in- 
terim editor." 

The general body of students did 
not expect that a deadlock of this sort 
would have such u sequel, and it was 
iioped the controversy over the edit- 
orial would liave been allowed to die 
a natural death.

Des Moines, Iowa, Jan. 15, 1930— 
Des Moines University, Baptist 
fundamentalist institution directed by 
Dr. T. T. Shields, of Toronto, which 
closed last fall after a number of 
events rocked its student body and 
administration, was recently ordered 
sold to satisfy a t!25,000 mortage held 
by Boatman's National B:nl< of St. 
Louis. 

The order was made by I'eileral 
Judge Charles A. Dewey who decreed 
that the whole property and equip- 
ment be sold following the bank's de- 
mand for the foreclosure and Judge- 
ment for $207,070. Claims of 20 Inter- 
veners will • bo satisfied by the 
property not covered by mortgage. 

Last spring tho University Hoard 
at tiio suggestion of nr. Shields, 
ordered tho entire faculty dismissed. 
This resulted in a mob scene staged 
by the student* who directed a bar- 
rage of rocks and old eggs against tile 
room In which Di\ Shields was in 
confeVencc witli the board.

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STUDYING BY CONTRACT 

DR. H, H. WHETZEL of Cornell University advocates a new 
.-.method of studying which should meet with the approval 
of those idealists who say that college students should be al- 
lowed to follow their^own inclinations in the matter of studying 
and should study how. when and where they like. The only dif- 
ference between Dr. Whetzel's plan and that of the idealists is 
that it has been in operation for ten years and is still going 
strong whereas the idealistic dreams have not progressed beyond 
» certain books and editorials. 

The plan in short is to put the student under contract to do 
a certain amount of work a year. He is not compelled to attend 
lectures or classes and lie himself determines the amount of time 
he will spend on each subject. The plan succeeds because of its 
utter democracy. If the classes are interesting the student may 
attend them but if he thinks that he can get more out of his 
course and learn more by going elsewhere he is at perfect liberty 
to do so. 

It can easily be seen that this type of study is not suited to 
the lazy.student or the student who leaves all his work to the end 
of the term when he crams up all he can in preparation for his 
" examinations. It is on the contrary a course for those who are 
veal students: who take pride in their work and who delight in 
tracking down information on their own and do not take the 
opinions of their teachers as correct or perfect just because they 
happen to correct the examination papers. It is a method of 
study where all is placed on the shoulders of the student and 
whereby he learns the value of time which he might otherwise 
-waste. By studying in this manner the student must be method- 
ical and must allot his time so that he will reach a certain point 
in his studies by a certain time. 

The feature of this method of study which appeals most to 
us. however, is the fact that it can be tried out. by students here 
in spite of the fact that lectures are compulsory. Most students 
hsve a great deal of leisure time which often goes to waste either 

jjj- 'through indifference or because the student has nothing to do. 
Now, most students know in advance approximately how far a 
certain course of study will go in a year. By alloting their time 
and making a contract with themselves instead of their profes- 

" sors to reach, a certain point in their studies by a certain time 
most students will find that their work will be done much sooner 
than h ordinarily the case.

Keeping pace with tho rising costs 
ot .ftcani and client lea Is, the Corpora- 
tion has announced that beginning 
September, 1931, the tuition at Tech- 
nology will bo S300 yearly. Affecting 
all classes, except the present Junior 
and Senior groups, this décision means 
an increase, in tho attircnt's education 
budget of one hundred dollars annu- 
ally. 

Tho "Why" of this step is brier. 
Students at the Institute received 
last year education costing their alma 
mater ?S50,' to: which " wo paid but 
J-iOO. Bven with lite benefit:! derived 
from investments and gifts, the 
funis available Wcro, not deemed suf- 
ficient. In maintaining Its undisputed 
leadership among educational Institu- 
tions' and lis high standard ot men 
and equipment, tho Jnstltuto has 
found Itse'.t cramped. The' only so'ti- 
tinit was that cf making tiio student 
pny an amount more In keeping with 
the cost of tho benefits ho was re- 
ceiving. 

"Wlillo thin Increase in tuition is 
likely to cam*} a loud objection from 
soma ot tho less thoughtful of lite 
student body, tho .serious man cannot 
but sec Its advisability. Technology's 
position has always been unassailable. 
If It is to bo kept so, It is necessary 
that thero be stiff intent funds to pro- 
vide competent men and 'adequate 
equipment. 

A study ot tho figures ot tuition 
versus, costs of ed lient Ion yields Il- 
luminating evidence. While tho oper- 
ating expenses of tho Institute are 
four hundred percent what they were 
twenty years ago, the tuition is ohîV 
dcuhlo what It was in .1909. In 1901!, 
when the tuition at Technology was 
rnlsod lo $:gu, tuition at schools of 
liberal arts in Hto Bast was around 
if 150. At present, in spite Of tho fact 
that llicy.liuyd none oC tho expensive 
engineering equipment that Tech- 
nology must see, tho tuition at Har- 
vard and Yale Is $100, while at 
riltcelon It is $150. Tito tuition ex- 
pense at ll'icso schools Iiiih Increased 
during the lust twenly-I'lvo years ono 
and a half limes as much as It has lit 
tiio Institut» sinon I SSI.

Is Portrayed 

Pottery Unearthed at Hochc- 
laga Also on Display

J. L. Todd Collection of Black- 
feet Relics Features Inter- 
esting Display 



Tte variety of the objects depict: 
ing the life of the North American 
Indian adds to the general interest 
which the Medical Museum exhibit 
iise*!t inspires. The Blackfcct, Sarcee. 
Sioux, and Swampy Crée, arc among 
lha tribes whose relies nre featured 
at the exhibition, while the work of 
eastern tribes is alsn prominent. 
The .Ï. I* Todd collection is the larg- 
cst and most Important exhibit of 
the T"lains tmli.-.n, for not only the 
nistory of each article is Known, but 
also the name of the owner, thus 
rendering the collection more inter- 
esting for public Inspection and more 
valuable for scientific work. 

A black Hudson Bay blankei for- 
merly owned by thr Blackfcct and 
decorated in heavy bc.iclwork is the 
largest example known and belongs 
to the Todd Collection. Several 
elaborately worked buckskin dresses 
are on view. These are beautiful in 
every detail, revealing the Indian's 
love for Colour and finer} - . Mocas- 
sins decorated in both bead and 
quill are present, and one pair is of 
special interest, since It was worn 
by the ehiet". Beadwnrk covers ihe 
cntlre sole of the mocassin and on 
account of thf resultant discomfi- 
ture, the chief is carried to the 
ceremonial grounds. 

Scalps On View 

Head-dresses sporting the usual 
nrray of feathers and porcupine 
"hair, arc in evidence among the 
scalp-locks and tomahawks. Itcan- 
tirully worked belts, waistcoats, 
leggings, pouches, .mid miscellaneous 
Bjtieles in brad imd quill are on ùlr- 
p'ay. thej-e. are the gifts of the Cana- 
dian Handicrafts Guild. A couple of 
interesting Indian saddles complete 
with stirrups and saddle- hags fea- 
ture in the collection. 

•The traditional tomahawk is also 
represented by a couple of sturdy 
specimens, one ol which was pre- 
sented by Miss Mackny who was 
formerly with the Iiedpath Library. 
One of these tomahawks is reinforc- 
ed with stone which is a very ef- 
fected materia! for cracking cran- 
iums. Following the uosc of "cju'e- 
tus" the victim's scalp is lifted; A 
handsome necklece made of Grizsly 
Bear claws, human finger joints, 
and EU; tusks also adds to the gen- 
eral feeling. A pewter which is a 
combination of both pipe and toma- 
hawk is in evidence. As may be 
observed this instrument is very 
useful, for after rendering the 
enemy Unconscious, or worse, the 
pipe could then be smoked in peace 
if none of tlte dead man's relatives 
were about. Stone-axe heads, son- 
ges, chisels, and arrow-points, are 
also awaiting the visitor's gaze. 
Lacrosse Stick 

An Indian lacrosse stick of the 
original type is on exhibition. It is 
Indeed a curious object and this 
alone merits a visit to the museum. 
One of the main attractions among 
the Indian exhibitions is that which 
depicts the varions types of canoes 
in use. The- Adney Collection of 
scale-models of North American In- 
dian Canoes is sure to prove of In- 
terest to all. 

A number of fragments of IndlJn 
pottery discovered at the site ol 
Hochclaga which Jacques Cartier 
knew, have been collected by the 
late Sir William Dawson a former 
principal of McOlll University. One 
-.third .of tlie collection is on view at 
the Medical Museum; another tntid 
•may bo seen at the McCord Museum. 

An interesting nxphcad fouiid n'-ar 
Dorval on Montreal Island deserves 
'mention. This was picked up along 
the .shore in shallow water, aiid is <>' 
interest as the tliiu used in con- 
struction is foreign to this locality 
but is common throughout tile 
southern Ht.itci

cnxes. the member of the faculty has 
a family for whom ho must provide. 

"ll is only fair that the board of 
EOVci'hoVs give tho utmost support to 
their staff. If the man is not well 
grounded enough, he should not be on 
the staff and if he is on tho staff he 
should be backed to the limit. A 
favourable governing body at the 
University will mean complote froc- 
dom for the scholar, and complete 
freedom for him means a decent op- 
portunity of contributing something 
of real value to his students. 

"A University should be the strong- 
est force in the forming of the opinion 
of the Nation. Any University that 
must fellow the public opinion instead 
or leading it, has no right to that 
name. Wo cannot imagine any of the 
great Knglish Universities forcing 
their professors to put a damper on 
their expression, which means curtail, 
ing their scholarship, nor can we 
think of that happening in any of t'lia 
boiter Universities ac oss tho line. 

"An investigation into what looks like 
abuse of the rights of the teaching 
staff that have been theirs from time 
immémorial, must be instituted, and 
the. quicker the better. To ignore the 
facts means their confirmation and 
an open investigation and reform of 
what appears to be se: ions short- 
comings, is the only thins that will 
save some of the best scholars for tho 
University. 

'T.eform of existing harmful condi- 
tions must come at once. By all means 
take away the bogey of an all-power- 
ful board which is not academic in 
Its make up and therefore, with a 
few exceptions unqualified to have 
complete control of an institution that 
has sto:>d for over a century for the
